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THE LAST WORD 
ON SAKURAJIMA. 


Geologist Draws Lesson from 
Japanese Volcano. 


Thinks I t Gives Formula to 
Gauge Future Danger. 


Immunity of Kagoshima Due 
to Early Flow of Lava. 


IA. r. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE] 
KAGOSHIMA (Japan) 
via San Francisco, March 12.—Dr. 
Thomas A. Jaggar. professor of 
scclogy at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, and director of 
the Hawaiian volcano observatory, 
who is studying the Sakurajima erup- 
ton, informs the Associated Press 
that he considers the eruption of 
great scientific interest, for it may 
furnish a formula for gauging the po- 
tential danger of future eruptions. He 
believes the earthquakes of January 
11. preceding the flow of lava, were 
due to the attempts of the lava to 
force its way to the surface; that the 
Sreat earthquake Of January 12, which 
was* accompanied by a glow in the 
sky, was caused bv the lava reaching 
the air in the craters and that the 
display of January 13 marked the dis- 
charge of the lava. 

The practical immunitv of Kago- 
shima city, Dr. Jaggar believes, was 
due to the early emission of lava, as 
no other cities so near an active vol- 
cano have escaved more serious dam- 
age in such great eruptions. 

Only the speedy flight of the in- 
habitants prevented great loss of life, 
for at least 10,000 were in the death- 
dealing zone and undoubtedly would 
have perished had remained 
there long. If the latest official fig- 
vres are to be accepted, only about 
twenty-five persons lost their lives on 
the island. However. it is impossible 
to verify the loss of life, as the island- 
ers scattered in many directions. Dr. 
Jagger considers that the deaths 
were probably phenomenally few: tak 
ing into account the gravity of the 
eruption. 

In the last phase of the eruption 
black lava was flowing to the sea in 
tubes of its own making, finally join- 
ing the mainiand on the east and 
converting the island into a penin- 
sula. A great leaf-shaped promon- 
tery of lava with numerous lobes has 
forme out into the sea on the west- 
ern or Kagoshima side. All the lava 
flows except the north flowing lobe 
at Kurokami are still in motion. The 
east channel, which is now bridged, 
was fifty-five fathoms deep in places, 
averaged about thirtv fathoms, and 
war a quarter of a mile wide. The 
free flow of lava, diminution of explo- 
sicns and rare earthquakes all sug- 
gest that the eruption is reaching its 
finishing stages. 

Dr. Jaggar places Sakurajima be- 
tween the Vesuvius and Tarumal t 
(Tarumai being in Hokkaido,) the 
dangerous feature being the down- 
ward rush of gas and ash, making a 
tornado of fire, when the lava has 
‘long been confined underground. 

“T know of no case in volcanic his- 
tory,” said the scientist, “where lava 
has floved out so voluminously and 
freely as in this case releasing gases 
in solution and being followed by vio- 
lent explosions. 

“I am especially struck by the dem- 
onstration of common-sense of the 
people in escaping so quickly,“ he con- 
tinued. “In Yokoyama and Arimura 
villages there is evidence of a down- 
rushing blast of ash such as devas- 
tated St. Pierre in Martinique and 
Taal in the Philippines. This is shown 
by uprooted and aligned trees and 
bombardment scars.” 

Sakura Na, the expert decided, was 
a mixed ‘no with characteristics 
of both re and explosive erup- 
tions. The flow of lava was of the 
rough-block type, almost Samoan in 
ts alteration of topography. 

Dr. Jaggar paid a tribute to the 
wisdom of the scientific and govern- 
ing authorities of Japan in handling 
the dangerous situation. 


CLOSE SIEGEL STORES,

Builders for Norfolk Navy Yard. 
(BY A. P. MIGHT WIRE.) 
NEWPORT NEWS (Va.) March 
12.—All ready for “fight or frolic” 
the giant superdreadnought Texas, 
most powerful battleship afloat, in 
the world, today left the yards of 
her bullders here, the Newport News 


folk navy yard, distant only a few 
miles, there to be turned over to 
Rear-Admiral Usher, commandant 
of the Norfolk station. 
The vessel's officers and crew had 
been assembled, so that she was ready 


to be placed officially in commission 
immediately after being turned over 
by the builders to the authorized 
government representative. The 
dreadnought was launched here al- 
most two years ago, Miss Claudia 
Lyon, daughter of Col. Cecil A. Lyon 
of Texas, Joing the honors of the oc- 
casion with the traditional bottle of 
champagne. 
This monster of the sea carries 
as its principal fighting equipment a 
battery of ten fourteen-inch guns, be- 
ing the first warship in the world to 
be fitted out with guns of such 

caliber, and in addition has in its 
main battery twenty-one five-inch 
guns. Since the fourteen-inch guns 
were placed on the Texas, a Japa- 
nese battleship has been equipped 
with similar-size@d ones, although 
13.5-inch guns are the largest which 
have vet been placed on any British 


Texas are arranged in five turrets, all 
on a central line from stem to stern, 
and are so placed that they can be 
fired over each other. 

In length the fighter ts 573 feet. 
with a beam ninety-five feet two 
and one-half inches, so that in pass- 
ing through the Panama Canal locks 
she would have almost fifteen feet to 
spare. Although her designed speed 
was twenty-one knots, in her trials 
off the Maine coast last October she 
did her fastest mile in 22.28 knots. 
She has a displacement of 27,000 
tons, a horse power of 35,000, and 
draws twenty-eight feet six inches. 
Her armor belt ts eleven inches thick. 
Twin screws, vertical, triple expansion 
engines send the steel-plated terror 
sizzling through the seas. The con- 
tract price of the vessel for hull and 
machinery was 15,830,990, but with 
armament added the total cost was 
swelled bv several millions. A sister

I recognize that this sentence is 
totally inadequate, but it is the max- 
imum sentence for damaging works 
of art. If the offense had been win- 
dow breaking I could have given the 
prisoner eighteen months’ imprison- 
ment.

R. TAFT WAS RIGHT—“THE TIMES” |

The nation now realises that President 
Taft was right. He defended the Payne 
protective tariff bill and the “free-traders” 
crucified him.

This sympathy and aid has been freely 
extended during the past winter, both by 
municipal organisations and associations of 
citizens, all over the country. Work has 
been found for thousands and food and 
— provided temporarily for other thou - 


“Opportunity,” says an eastern exchange, 
“to labor and to earn support has been 
found, proffered, and in many cases reject- 
ed.” The kindly action of the churches in 
some eastern communities in suffering their 
edifices to be used for the purposes of shel- 
ter has revealed a deliberate campaign on 
the part of syndicalists of an extreme type 
to lay siege to churches, to demand succor, 
and, having received it, to convert the op- 
portunity afforded by welcome within church 
walls into one for denunciation of goygrn- 
ment and of religion as such and for proc- 
lamation of a creed of confiscation of prop- 
erty. 

“Never in the history of the nation,” 
says the same etchange, “have the ethical 
and economic phases of unemployment 
been so seriously studied as now. Never 
before has so large an amount of wealth, 
corporate and private, been devoted to al- 
leviation of such economic stringencies as 
seasonal occupations cause.” 

The willingness of kindly-disposed per- 
sons to ald in obtaining work for the un- 
employed is not directed to and has no con- 
cern with the large number of men who 
will not work when given the chance, who 
nevertheless claim from society their own 
maintenance as consumers and who arro- 
gate control of the world’s business as a 
Class right. 

There should be a sharp and prompt dis- 
tinction made between those who are will- 
ing to earn in order that they may eat 
and these who demand food and shelter 
without earning it. 

Thousands of men could be given work 
in Los Angeles, for instance, in tearing 
down the bills and filling up the arroyos. 
The performance of this work 18 not neces- 
gary at present, but it is necessary that 
work should be created for a class of those 
who may be designated as the unworthy

| Through Master Composer's Last Work— Faquisite 
Musical and Scenic Interpretation — Carpe tiers

RADITIONAL Beyreuth invaded 
To- Auditorium yesterday 
brought in its trail a vast audi- 


ence, eager to hear a production of | 
“Parsifal” as close to the original 
as will be given in many years. 

By 4 in the afternoon, & great num- 
ber of people began to arrive, while 
a lang line was waiting to secure 
tickets. At 4:30 Campanini appeared 
and was received with muted ap- 
plause, for the spirit of Beyreuth 
was respected even in the omission of 
plaudits as Wagner himself demanded 
years ago, as a respect due to the 
theme of his great work, 

Parsifal stands alone in the oper- 
atic repertoire. Its scenic effects are 
different from any other, the libretto 
prepared laboriously by Wagner is 
his own compilation, in one opera, of 
th. legends of the Arthurian cycle, the 
Knights of the Round Table, Perceval 
Le Gallots, the ancient Breton story 
of St. Joseph of Arimathea, biended 
together into one mystic, musical 
rama. 

WAGNER'S IDEAL PERCIVAL 


The unknown authors of the Armor- 
ican legends had omitted to treat of 
Pareifal’s early youth, before his ac- 
ceptance among the Knights of the 
Grail. Wagner, with masterly skill, 
brought forth the child of nature, 
without sin, ignorant of all wrong, 
with the spark of redemption of hu- 
mankind in his soul. 
To complete the picture, to create 
a greater contrast and a more telling 
effect Wagner transported Merlin 
bodily into his drama as Klingsor. 
Since temptation has been the in- 
heritance of woman from Eve to her 
twentieth century sister, the type had 
to be introduced in Parsifal. It ap- 
pears in two phases of great inge- 
nuity. Kundry, the wild child of the 
woods, the friend of the Knights, a 
primitive being, half savage and half 
a dryad. Under the magic spell of 
Klingsor she becomes a syren, sur- 
rounded by a score of beautiful fair- 
jes ready to tempt Knights and mere | 
men at the command of the evil | 
necromancer. 
Parsifal Inspired from on high, new 
Ulysses of medieval days of chivalry, 
conquers his own passion, sets aside 
mortal temptation, to fulfill his holy 
mission of restoring the sacred spear 
to King Amfortas, bringing him back, 
through its touch, to health and re- 
opening the asylum of the Knights of 
the Grall, reuniting the scattered host 
and once again uncovering the Holy 
Cup, in the communion of the 
Knights assembled at Montsalvat. 
This inspired text, which combined 
the most exalted imagery of the 
greatest age of romance and altruis- 
tic pureuit, was set to music by Was- 
ner. Here again we find a unique 
performance, in musical composition, 
not accompanving and explain- 
ine the recitative, but also anticipat- 
ine it in elaborate and majestic tones.
